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Romulus City Council members unanimously 
approved a resolution authorizing the sale of bonds in 
the amount of $3.5 million to build a new senior citizen 
community center 

“We found a way to fund this without raising taxes,” 
said Mayor Alan Lambert “Taxes are high enough and I 
would not do anything to raise the taxes in this communi¬ 
ty” 

The funds to build the center will not come out of the 
pocket of taxpayers, something Lambert said he is very 
pleased about 

“People are hurting right now, so I am thrilled that the 
money to build this new center will be coming fixim the 
Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) fund,” 
said Lambert “It allows us to build this facility, but not 
take money out of the pockets of our residents.” 

The project includes the construction of a 15,400- 
square-foot senior center, with administrative offices, a 
kitchen, library, family room, conference/club room, bil¬ 
liards/game room, multi-purpose rooms and a meeting

room. The current senior center will be demolished 
after the new center is completed. The project cost will 
be about $3.1 inillion, according to Tim Keyes, economic 
development director. 

‘The funds for the senior center project are coming 
from two areas, which have botli been approved by our 
city council,” he said. ‘The first being the Community 
Development Block Gi’ant (CDBG) fund for $2.1 million 
and then $1 million is coming from the Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA). So, this project is proper¬ 
ly financed.” 

However, some people in the community did not 
agree with that assertioa 

Some citizens circulated a petition to put the project 


to a vote. Their concern, according, to the petition, is that 
if the DDA revenue won’t be enough to pay for the bond 
repaymenL the funds would come from the cily general 
fund-or the taxpayers. Keyes said this is not true. 

“First of all, the majority of this money is coming from 
CDBG funds, which comes from the U.S Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD),” said Keyes. 
“This money will be there and has already been 
approved for the purpose of building a new senior cen¬ 
ter.” 

Keyes said that if for some unforeseen reason the 
funds were not available from the CDBG fund, there is 
enough money in the DDA budget to cover the cost of the 
new senior center. 

“It isn’t something we need to worry abouf but if for 
some reason it did happen, the money would come out of 
the DDA, not out of the general fund,” he said. “The peo¬ 
ple will not be paying for this building” 

Each year the city receives grant money for the CDBG 
fund. With this money, the city funds projects such as 
purchasing three new emergency vehicles or moving

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Hot time 

Local engineer recalls 
first ML St Helens eruption

The current images of a smol¬ 
dering Mt St Helens strike a par¬ 
ticular chord for Wayne business¬ 
man Jack Shirlin. 

Shirlin, co-owner of KLAI 
Enterprises, has been closer to 
the tempestuous mountain than 
most He spent a few tense days 
near the site of the volcano about 
three years after the May 18,1980 
eruption that affected the weath¬ 
er patterns on two continents and 
coated a large portion of the state 
in ash. 

“It certainly was a different 
kind of experience,” said Shirlia 

It was an important project, 
too, one that ultimately ensured 
the safety of about 40,000 resi¬ 
dents living near the volcano. 

The eruption had a devastat¬ 
ing effect on the land nearby, he 
said, including Spirit Lake, a 250- 
foot-deep reservoir on the north¬ 
ern slope of the mountain. The 
eruption had sent tons of ash into 
the pristine lake, knocked down 
trees and sent molten rock that 
thoroughly clogged the natural 
waterways that provided 
drainage to the lake. 

The water level continued to 
rise, causing a near continual 
flood threat to the communities 


of Castle Rock, Kelso and 
Longview. 

In a stopgap measure, the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers devised 
a plan to keep the water levels 
down. It consisted of a barge- 
mounted pumping station on the 
lake that fed water through a 
34,500 long pipe down to the 
Toutle River That was put into 
place about a month after the 
eruption, but three years later, it 
was determined that the engines 
attached to the pumps weren’t 
adequately doing the job. 

That’s where Shirlin, then an 
applications engineer for Perkins 
Engines, Inc., came ia Word fil¬ 
tered back that stronger engines 
were required, Shirlin said, 
through the extensive collection 
of distribution centers operated 
by Perkins. Perkins, a worldwide 
business, had a plant located in 
Wayne and their 6.3544 (M) 
marine engines had the reputa¬ 
tion for reliability and quality. 

Shirlin soon found himself on 
a trip across the country to set up 
the engines on the barge and 
make sure they were all operat¬ 
ing properly. 

“You hear about it all, and all 
of a sudden, you’re on the site,” 
he said. 

Even getting there was not 
easy. A ‘red zone’ had been set up 


for a 17-mile perimeter of the vol¬ 
cano. Permits were required to 
even enter it The only way to the 
reservoir was by helicopter, and 
anyone heading that way had to 
bring their own sleeping bags 
and food, as if they were going on 
a camping trip. 

Shirlin said he vividly remem¬ 
bers the vast expanse of devasta¬ 
tion caused by the huge eruptioa 
He said it looked like the surface 
of the moon. 

“Trees were lying like pick up 
sticks all over the ground,” he 
said. “There was nothing alive. 
Everything was dead in the lake, 
even after three years. It was 
kind of frightening, if you think 
about it” 

Shirlin had plenty of time to 
think about it too, as he set up 


the 20 engines necessary to 
pump out the water and keep lev¬ 
els down. Working in an eerie, 
pervasive silence, he helped 
attach the engines to the pumps 
so they would be able to maintain 
a steady workload, pumping out 5 
million gallons of water an hour. 

Ash was still everywhere; any¬ 
one walking on the site left foot¬ 
prints in it and Shirlin collected 
some as a souvenir. St Helens 
was an ever-present reminder in 
the background, too. 

“You were always looking over 
your shoulder,” said Shirlin. “It 
was still puffing. It would stop at 
6 p.m. at night as if it were going 
to bed for the night but it would 
be puffing again in the morning.” 

Shirlin was a jet engine spe¬ 
cialist in the Air Fbrce, stationed 


in England for three years. After 
that he worked with a Grand Prix 
race crew in Europe and in vari¬ 
ous research and develop capaci¬ 
ties for American Motors and the 
Fbrd Motor Co. He and his busi¬ 
ness partner Bob Kaiser are cur¬ 
rently working on a variety of 
inventions and car modifications 
at their Wayne shop, everything 
from customized convertible tops 
to hydraulic devices that easily 
lift shingles off of rooftops. 

His ability to tinker with 
things and solve those kinds of 
problems made it an easy choice 
to take on the Spirit Lake prob¬ 
lem, he said. 

“I like those kinds of things 
anyway, and it’s something that 
most' people will never be 
involved with.”

and restoring the Kingsley 
House. 

The city has received letters 
of support from both Wayne 
County and HUD ensuring that 
the funds will be made available 
under the CBDG to help build 
this senior center, said Keyes. 

Lambert said the petition cir¬ 
culated in the community was 
deceiving He said the petition 
itself was fraudulenf because 
the person listed as the circula¬ 
tor was not the same person tak¬ 
ing it door to door 

“People are playing politics 
here, folks,” said Lambert. 
‘They are breaking the law and 
there will be an 
investigation.” 

Councilman 
Leroy Burcroff 
said that resi¬ 
dents informed 
him that they 
had been mis¬ 
led on the issue. 

“I personally 
talked to some 
people and they 
were told things 
that were not 
true,” said Burcroff! “They were 
angered when the issue was 
fully explained to them.”

Coimcil also authorized DDA

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There is half a million cubic 
yards of soil on the site that was 
brought there during the cre¬ 
ation of the fourth runway at the 
airport, he said. 

Keyes said the intent of the 
city is to use that dirt for a cap 
and then use the existing golf 
course drawings. The dirt would 
be moved only to where the 
existing landfill is today. 

“We would go in and clear the 
trees where the landfill area is,” 
said Keyes. “We will almost build 
a golf course - type park area At 
a minimum we will cap the land¬ 
fill, have a methane gas ventila¬ 
tion system and have open green 
space, all with the State of 
Michigan’s money.” 

The methane gas ventilation 
system will consist of numerous 
8-foot poles placed around the 
site. The poles will be used to 
allow the methane gas on the site 
to escape into the atmosphere. 


Councilwoman Debbie 
Romak said she was concerned 
with the use of the dirt that is 
currently on the property, 
because it is left over from the 
airport expansioa 

“We have talked to the state 
about that and they are comfort¬ 
able with the soil,” said Keyes. 
“What you are dealing with is 
that hydrocarbons would only be 
on the top layer, if at all. The 
state, at this time, is not requiring 
any additional testing of the soil.” 

The state will require many 
different provisions within the 
agreement to ensure safety on 
the site. 

The cap must be at least 18 
inches thick in the affected areas 
of the site with a vegetative cover 
on top to prevent soil erosioa A 
2,600 linear foot split-rail fence 
must be placed along the west¬ 
ern boundary and a 700-foot lin¬ 
ear foot 6-foot high chain link 
fence on the northern property 
boundary. On these fences, three 
types of warning signs must be 
posted throughout the site.

REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
. OCTOBER 5, 2004 

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Hart, Trustee Herman, 
Trustee Jahr and Trustee Rochowiak. Absent and excused: None. Others in atten¬ 
dance: Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Recreation and 
Facilities Director Ross, Deputy Public Safety Director Smolen, Lieutenant Brooks, 
Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience of thirty-three (33). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Payne moved, Jahr seconded to approve the agenda as 
presented. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved. Hart seconded to open the public hearing to 
receive public comment on the special assessment roll for the purpose of installing 
and maintaining streetlights in the public road right of way in the Pine Forest 
Subdivision. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated Pine Forest Subdivision is located on the east side of 
Elwell Road and south of West Huron River Drive and consists of 114 single family 
homes. The Pine Forest Homeowners’ Association has filed a petition with over fifty 
percent of the homeowners’ signatures for the installation of two streetlights one to be 
placed at each entrance of the subdivision. At the September 7, 2004 Board of 
Trustee Meeting the Special Assessment District was established. An additional pub¬ 
lic hearing is required prior to approving the spreading of the special assessment to 
the tax roll. The Township uses the special assessment process to provide a method to 
collect payment for street lighting via the property tax bill. Tlie homeowner’s associ¬ 
ation will pay the capital outlay construction costs in he amount of $2,411.21. The 
initial annual cost will be $515.50, or $4.52 per lot. Supervisor King inquired what 
the correct number of lots is in the subdivision due to two different numbers refer¬ 
enced? Director Kelley stated there are 114 lots and a correction will be made to 
Resolution 2004-32. 

There were no comments from the audience. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Rochowiak moved. Hart seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Payne moved. Hart seconded to open the public hearing to establish a special assess¬ 
ment district for the purpose of developing design and construction plans for 
improvements to public roads in the Lake Crest and Belle Harbor Subdivisions. 
Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated this public hearing is to establish a special assessment 
district (SAD) for the purpose of developing design and construction plans for 
improvements to public roads in the Lake Crest and Belle Harbor Subdivisions. This 
is the second in a three-stage process in putting a SAD together. This is to define the 
geographic boundaries and identifies the benefited parities of the SAD. It does not 
commit property owners to an assessment cost at this time. Director Kelley further 
stated if the Board of Trustees approves this resolution tonight the next step in the 
special assessment process is to present a resolution for the special assessment roll for 
the engineering drawings and construction documents to the Board of Trustees for 
their approval at a future Board Meeting after the thirty day notice period. This pro¬ 
ject has been discussed over the past ten years and would replace approximately 2.6 
miles of residential roads and make improvements to storm water management sys¬ 
tems in these two subdivisions. The bidder chosen by the property owners is 
Spaulding DeDecker Associates, Inc. in the amount of $127,250. There are 198 lots 
in the combined two subdivisions and 118 qualified owners have signed petitions. 
Although there is a commitment from Wayne County to participate in the project, 
there is no guarantee of an amount to be paid until the project is presented to them. 

Board members and residents made the following comments. Supervisor King 
reviewed the special assessment process. Trustee Jahr inquired if during the next 
public hearing to spread the special assessment roll could a property owner remove 
their name from the petition. Director Kelley stated yes they could remove their 
name from the petition. He further stated the project would continue as long as a 
majority of the property owners remain on the petition. Trustee Jahr inquired what 
would happen is for some reason another qualified engineering firm submitted a 
lower bid than Spaulding DeDecker? Director Kelley stated he would contact the 
property owners and allow them to decide on which bid to accept. He further stated if 
this district were established tonight, prior to the next public hearing there would be a 
meeting with the property owners to discuss the length of time for the special assess¬ 
ment to be spread. Director Kelley also reviewed the bid process used for the engi¬ 
neers. 

Supervisor King stated Wayne County has jurisdiction of the roads, however; the 
township has put in a considerable amount of man hours to assist the property owners 
in this road project. Trustee Herman stated once the plans are completed even if the 
road project is not done immediately the plans still remain viable for future use and 
also noted the petitions could have been sent directly to Wayne County, but the 
process probably would not be at this stage. Clerk Payne stated there would not be a 
Board Meeting on November 2nd due to the General Election so the next available 
date after the thirty-day notice time period would be the Board Meeting of November 
16th. 

A resident inquired how would drainage problems be corrected? Director Kelley stat¬ 
ed the soil borings Wayne County took during May 2004 showed not all of the 
drainage system needs to be improved and only about 25 percent of the subdivisions 
will be impacted by the new storm water system. He further stated each resident 
would need to come the township to review the plans for potential improvements on 
their property. Supervisor King stated the yards and driveways would be restored 
after the project is completed. 

A resident stated the roads are under the jurisdiction of Wayne County and they 


should pay for the restoration of the roads. 

A resident inquired how long before the roads would be paved if the special assess¬ 
ment process is approved? Director Kelley stated if all the special assessment 
processes are approved May 1st is the potential projected start date of the project. 

A resident stated Wayne County funding has been cut by the State of Michigan and 
may have to prioritize the road projects. Supervisor King stated the money for road 
repairs comes from the state gas tax. 

Trustee Hart inquired what would happen if a property was sold during the time a 
special assessment was on the tax bill? Director Kelley stated the special assessment 
would still be collected. 

A resident stated the property owners need to proceed with this project and stated 
there is an obligation by the County to maintain the roads and if funding improves for 
Wayne County then a roll back or a tax abatement should be done and would like 
assistance from the County Commissioners. He further stated when he called Wayne 
County for road repair in fi-ont of his home the County was timely. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Jahr moved, Payne seconded to close the public hearing. Carried.

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Any fries with that? 

Governor Jennifer Granholm signed last week a law designed to 
protect restaurants from frivolous lawsuits. 

It effectively gave them some protection frnm customers who sued 
them for the ill-effects of eating their sometimes less-than-healthy cui¬ 
sine - think about fast food patrons who claim the food at the restau¬ 
rants made them overweight, and that the restaurants themselves 
bore the full brunt of that responsibilify for making the food so tasty to 
begin with. 

Michigan became one of 14 states across the country to have such 
l^slation on the books. 

It has to make one wonder about our society. Are we really so 
unwilling to take responsibility for our actions? Is the culture today 
one in which we always have one eye open for a potential lawsuit, a 
way to cash in any opportunity? 

The sad thing is that the law is needed, in the first place. But the 
truth is that the court system is already clogged with unnecessary law¬ 
suits; frivolous litigation spawned by arrogance, egos or just plain 
ignorance. It’s become a sue-first, ask-questions-later social environ¬ 
ment 

Other reforms in our legal system are clearly needed, but they will 
be difficult changes to make. After all, everyone deserves the right to 
file suit when they think they have been wronged and there is no 
other recourse open to them. 

We just hope that one day, that will again be the last resort, not the 
first reactioa 


Going above and beyond 

The mood was ebullient at Adams Middle School in Westland 
Saturday. 

The parking lot was crammed with residents, young and old, along 
with school officials, city officials and business representatives. 
Balloons bobbed in the breeze, children laughed, ran and listened to 
stories while inspirational music played in the background. 

All in all, it was a successful opening of an innovative program 
organized by Wayne-Westland school officials. 

Fbr those who don’t know, it was called Project 180, the first of a 
two-phase program designed to help residents in a troubled area The 
name comes fix)m the goal of the program - to help these residents 
turn their lives around. The community, called Norwayne - even 
though it is in the southern part of Westland - is one that has been par¬ 
ticularly hard hit during the economic downturn. It is generally a low- 
income area, with a fluid residency rate - the people who live there 
tend not to stay, for one reason or another. Because of that, their chil¬ 
dren don’t attend school regularly and their education suffers. School 
Board President Ifred Weaver came up with the program as a way to 
help. 

The first phase of the program is designed to reach out to the resi¬ 
dents. The school board members, in fact, extended a helping hand to 
the residents in a few different ways. First, they offered a job fair, with 
representatives fiem local businesses on hand to recruit potential 
employees. They also provided an inspiration message - the theme of 
the day was ‘You Can’ - and they handed out boxes of food to show 
that they cared. 

There’s a lot to like about this effort It shows that the school board 
is more than just a group that approves or rejects things from the 
administration, a group that sets a budget and overall policy for the 
district It’s a group that isn’t afraid to reach out and affect positive

I recently read something that

Now I, like the public officials 
themselves, know it comes with 
the job. Fm a firm advocate of the 
right to free speech and I know 
as a newspaperman it’s part of 
my responsibility to see that 
those people have their voice. 

At the same time, though, I 
often find myself cringing, many 
times seeing through the com¬ 
plaints and criticisms to what lies 
underneath. Sometimes - and in 
some communities, more often

There’s only a mean¬ 
spiritedness that I’m glad I don’t 
share. 

At times like that, when I’m 
watching the clock and trying to 
maintain an open mind, I can’t 
help but wonder why these peo¬ 
ple stay in these communities if 
they’re so unhappy with them.

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Ghosthunters offer demonstration at llbraiy

While the sight of ghostly 
images and the sound of voices 
fix)m beyond the grave are staples 
of horror films, the Ghost Himters 
of Southern Michigan (GHOSM) 
will give audiences at the 
Northville District Library a 
chance to witness evidence of 
paranormal phenomena captured 
during their investigations rather 
than created in Hollywood. 

Robin Lemkie created the 
organization about 6 years ago 
after she began to interact with 
other individuals fascinated by 
the paranormal. 

“I’ve had this interest all my 
life,” she said. 

And apparently, so have a num¬ 


ber of other people, since Lemkie 
said that the group actually had to 
limit membership. 

The group goes on ghost hunts 
and visits area cemeteries in 
search of paranormal occur¬ 
rences, as well as on investiga¬ 
tions of purported ^ost activities. 
Lemkie said that while ghost 
hunts basically involve just seeing 
what turns up, investigations are 
different Hunters know that they 
are in a particular building for a 
reason, although they try not to 
find out too many details before 
they begin their search. 

“People contact us, and I don’t 
think we’ve ever turned anyone 
down,” said Lemkie. “We do 
everything we can do. Our goal is 
always to help the homeowner as 
well as the spirit” 


Just don’t call them 
Ghostbusters. While they try to 
help spirits move on if they can, 
Lemkie said that GHOSM tries to 
be as scientific as possible in its 
studies, utilizing cameras, tape 
recorders, temperature gauges 
and more to physically document 
any occurrences they may find. 
She also stressed that members 
participate as a hobby after their 
day job is finished, and that they 
do not charge for their services. 

It was public interest, however, 
that spurred Jeannine Davidson, 
the head of Adult Services for the 
Northville District Library, to set 
up the presentation as both a fun 
Halloween activity and as a pre¬ 
sentation of interest to library 
patrons after reading about 
GHOSM in an area newspaper 


“People are fascinated by the 
unknown,” said Davidsoa “There 
is an interest in the paranormal. 
There is an interest in ^osts. I try 
to get programs on topics that 
people are interested in.” 

The presentation, which will 
take place from 7-9 p.m. on Oct 
25, will involve a power point lec¬ 
ture on past GHOSM activities, 
featuring haunted houses and 
cemeteries from across southern 
Michigan. Lemkie said that they 
usually begin with the pho¬ 
tographs, telling audiences about 
where they were taken and what 
they are believed to show. FVom 
there, the discussion should 
progress to the video documenta¬ 
tion and the spirit voices. 

“It’s very thrilling—we get a lot 
of reaction to the voices,” Lemkie 


said. 

Lemkie said that they expect to 
get a mix of skeptics and believers 
at the presentation, and that is all 
right with her 

“Everyone has their own opin¬ 
ion, and we won’t try to convince 
them,” she said. She added that 
past presentations suggest that 
women tend to be more willing to 
believe in the phenomena than 
mem 

Space is limited to 75 people, 
and advance registration is 
strongly recommended. There is

Thornton is brilliant as a

‘Diaries’ brings 
history to screen

Before his face graced t-shirts 
worn by innumerable teenagers 
in suburban America; before the 
revolutions and political martyr¬ 
dom, Che Guevara was Ernesto 
Guevara, an Argentine medical 
student fix)m a middle class back¬ 
ground 

In 1952, the 23-year-old 
Guevara decided to take a semes¬ 
ter away from school and head 
out on an epic 9,000-mile motorcy¬ 
cle trip across South America 
with his friend Alberto Granada, a 
29-year-old biochemist. Their 
written accounts of the trip have 
now been put on the screen by 
director Walter Salles. 

The result. The Motorcycle 
Diaries, is a beautifully pho¬ 
tographed road trip movie that 
will engage the audience even if 
the only thing they know about 
Guevara is that he’s the mus- 
tached, beret-wearing guy on the 
front of the now defunct band 
Rage Against the Machine t-shirts. 

The movie begins as a buddy 
flick Young, intense Ernesto (Gael 
Garcia Bernal) wants to see the 
South American continent, thirst¬ 
ing for adventure and under¬ 
standing Granada is older, but not 


much wiser. He has the same 
yearnings, which have become 
more significant, given his age. 
Granada, played by Rodrigo de la 
Serna, can always be counted on 
to keep the mood ebullient when 
the going gets rough. Which, in 
road movies, is never too far off. 

The restless duo hit the road 
on their Rocinante, a motorcycle 
they dub “The Mighty One,” 
which the audience quickly real¬ 
izes isn’t so mighty. A near wipe¬ 
out moments after they first take 
off in the streets of Buenos Aires 
is only prelude for the wipeouts to 
come on their mountainous jour¬ 
ney. 

But as the trip wears on, the 
thirst for adventure and women 
becomes less important. It 
becomes more of a spiritual jour¬ 
ney into the heart of the conti¬ 
nent. The locations, the Andes, 
the Amazon, are breathtaking 
backdrops and may just inspire 
ithose watching to go to the airport 
straight from the theater 

For the most part, the movie 
forgets politics. But this is, after 
all, Che Guevara as a young man. 
His coming of age story is more 
unique than most 23-year-olds. He 
would, after all, be executed in a 
Bolivian jungle a little more than 
15 years later 


Salles uses the trip through the 
continent as an opportunity for 
Guevara to see the misfortune 
and mistreatment of the down¬ 
trodden workers. The more of it 
he sees, the less interested he 
seems in adventure and the more 


high-minded he becomes. 
Moments like this are generally a 
distraction, and are only tolerated 
because of the historical figure 
Guevara became—but they are 
also the only reason why this 
buddy-road-trip movie ever came 


to be told. 

These moments aren’t too 
painful, though, and they’re gotten 
through quickly. With or without 
them, the movie unfolds nicely 
against the beautiful. South 
American landscape.

On Oct 25,2002, he crumpled up a pack 
of cigarettes and threw them away and 
never smoked agaia It was the same day 
the man, who had smoked cigarettes for 50 
of his 70 years, was told he had lung cancer 
complicated by emphysema 

In his obituary less than two years later, 
the man’s wife could only describe his 
action as “impressive.” 

The obit cau^t my eye because of the 
man’s resolve.. .sadly it came too late. 

Why, I wondered, do so many of us 
always push the envelope, why do we ratio¬ 
nalize until it’s too late, why do we do 
things that we know are harming us? 

A couple of days later—no, I don’t make 
it a habit of reading obituaries, I just quick¬ 
ly check them— I spotted another headline 
“Led Matterhorn climbers.” 

That cau^t my interest, so I read oa 

The obituary briefly told the story of 
Ulrich Inderbinen, a legendary mountain 
climber in the Swiss Alps. In fact, he was 
known as the “King of the Alps.” 

Inderbinen, who climbed, (for the last 
time) the famed Matterhorn when he was 
90, said a final farewell at 103 years old. 

He climbed the 15,000-foot high 
Matterhorn the first time in 1921. Four 
years later he became a guide and climbed 
mountains hi^er then 13,000 feet while in 
his 90s. 

“Stress and haste are unknown to me,” 


Inderbinen said. “I live as I climb moun¬ 
tains—at a pace that is slow and deliberate, 
but also purposeful and regular” 

Hmm. 

I was reminded of a cold December 
night I spent high in the Alps in Murren, 
Switzerland, a village overlooking the val¬ 
ley of waterfalls. It is accessible only by gon¬ 
dola or train, for it allows no motorized 
vehiclea 

We’d checked into a small-alpine style 
hotel where thick down comforter covered 
plump featherbed. 

Walking down the stairs that evening, I 
heard music coming from behind a door in 
the comer of the lobby. I opened the door 
and walked in a room right out of a movie 
scene. 

It was a TVrolean tavern, filled with peo¬ 
ple, porcelain beer steins and a quite stout 
jovial bartender with handlebar mustache 
and white apron across his belly. 

In one comer, an old man sat on a three 
leg wooden stool playing a squeezebox. He 
played while puffing a pipe as people 
smiled and sang. 

When the song ended, someone shout¬ 
ed,” Yodel, yodel” 

And yodel he did, for he next hour-and- 
a-half. He told me he got up each morning 
at 5 to milk his 13 cows. He took the gondo¬ 
la up to Murren where he worked on the 
ski lift and yodeled four nights a week. At 


midnight, he’s ski down the mountain 
regardless of the weather: Oh, he was 75 
years old. 

It’s sad that so many of us learn too late 
that the most important obligation we have 
is to celebrate the gift of life by taking care 
of ourselves first And, do so, before we dre 
told there’s no time left 

Freedom is indeed helped by what we 



surround ourselves 
with. 

Freedom from self 
comes with acceptance that being happy 
rather than right is a wiser choice. When I 
stop trying to control the universe, and all 
in it and stop resisting the natural rhythm 
of the universe, I become more at ease.
